Hut if in 
the natural man can be found no solution or explanation of this crea- 
ture, Czolgosz. ma\ it be possible to turti to the nustcricN nf tin- un- 
seen world and suggest a reason for, if not an explanation of, these 
last moments on earth of the slayer of President McKinley ? Is Satan 
a p' rsonality, and if so has h<- the power of possessing and con- 
trolling and sustaining a willing and obedient human life? Scripture 
from Genesis to Revelation deals with Satan as a distinct ami sep- 
arate personality, and in the record which it gives of Christ's tempta- 
tion it) the wilderness, we find the Son of God talking with and deal- 
ing with a person. And all through His ministry we tind ilini meet- 
ing with demon-poMesicd people and caiting out these emissaries of 
S^atan. 

May this not be suggestive in this mystery which marks the clos- 
ing moments of Ciolgosi' life? If human standards cannot compass 
such demeanor, must we not turn to the mystery realm and find its 
solution there?

sworn out by the Board of Flealtl 

barging him with refusing to 
(J bey the order to be vaccinated 
V jury was secured atid a trial 
resulted in Mr. Henry l>eiug ac 
(uitted. The jury held that the 
prosecution had not proven that 
the defendant had not obeyed the 
order and been vaccinated. 

After the trial Mr. Henry pro< 
dnced a certificate showing that 
he had been vaccinated. He stat 
ed that he eimply wanted to ehow 
the Board of Health that he could 
not be forced to be vaccinated.
